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Save Dreamland Update March 2011 


Various roller coaster builders from around the world have been visiting Dreamland 
over the last few weeks as we await the deadline for opening the tenders for the rebuild 
of the Scenic Railway. Scaffolding could start going up within the month, which is very 
exciting. The Corbiere Wheel has now arrived on the Dreamland site from the yard of 
Carters Steam Fair, where it was in storage, and a company called Garmendale is be ing 
appointed to lay out the Adult and Junior Whip rides and to place the Caterpillar in a 
watertight container. The two whips will be stored ready for work to be carried out.

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Meanwhile, the scaffolding work on the Cinema building is now complete and ready for 
contractors to begin work. 41 companies responded to our advertisement and 23 have 
submitted a tender. Exciting times ahead indeed, as we eagerly wait to see who will be 
joining the Dreamland team next! 

To tell Margate’s visitors about the work we are doing and the plans for the future 
Dreamland, The Dreamland Trust has commissioned a 25m hoarding in front of the 
Marine Terrace Gap. The artwork is being designed by local firm, Designmap, and will 
be part of a wider promotion for this summer to include a set of special edition 
postcards, which will no doubt become collector’s items. The postcards will be available 
in the Visitor Information Centre, local businesses and the Thanet Gateway. 

And I am sure that the readers of Mechanical Memories Magazine will want to visit 
a special exhibition at Dreamland this summer. Following the Conservative’s return to 
power in 1951 the work of ‘The King of the Saucy Postcard’, Donald McGill, came into 
question when the government decided to crack down on Britain’s declining morals 
following the Second World War. Artwork and literature deemed too rude to view by 
committees of taste and decency was censored and it was the action of local prudes that 
led to the prosecution and burning of McGill’s postcards by the Margate magistrates 
court following a series of police raids, 

Dreamland Trust Board member and historian, Mandy Wilkins, has been working 
with Heritage Advisor Nick Dermott and the British Cartoon Archive to exhibit 
McGill's saucy postcards in the Margate magistrate’s court. Members of the public will 
be able to examine and judge for themselves whether or not McGill’s postcards are too 
rude to view ~ and it’s all done in the best possible taste, of course! Dates to be 
announced later this spring. 


So lots going on, with things likely to accellerate over the coming months as we do our 


best to focus on getting Dreamland opened for 2012 instead of 2013.

My latest restoration is another Sega bandit. I’ve done four now, my first being a 
Diamond 3 Star which | bought at the Sarratt auction about three years ago, and the 
latest a Monaco that | picked up on Ebay. | like these machines, I don’t know why. 
Maybe it’s because you can still pick them up for a reasonable price, although having 
said that, you do occasionally see them on Ebay for stupid money. Maybe it’s because | 
am becoming familiar with the mechanism now and don’t need to worry whether I'll 
ever get that box of bits back together again. Maybe it’s because they don’t cost a 
fortune to restore ~ a few bits of chrome and a few cans of spray paint. Or maybe it’s 
because when they are finished they look all colourful and shiny. Whatever, but when 
the lights are dimmed and they are all standing in a row lit up like Christmas trees, then I 
think they look pretty cool. 

The Monaco is a version of the Sega that | haven't seen before, nor have I seen one 
since, so I’m guessing that perhaps it must be less common than the Bonanza Stars or 
Mad Monies. It’s the same basic mechanism and case but the game-play is a bit 
different. All the symbols on reel one, except one lemon, are displayed against a black 
and white chequered background. There is no jackpot, instead a tube full of five shilling 
tokens is mounted at the front of the mechanism and connected by a lever to the top 
payout slide. A small electrical switch is mounted in the bottom centre of the frame, 
which is operated by a quadrant shaped lever with ten ratchet teeth around its curved 
edge. This is operated by one of the horizontal payout fingers. The artwork in the top 
light box shows two chequered flags which are lit when the switch is operated. 

In play, the machine behaves as normal with usual payouts for cherries, plums, 
oranges etc., but if you are lucky enough to hit three stars, bars or melons then the 
ratchet lever is released, operating the switch, lighting the chequered flags and away you 
go. Each subsequent pull of the machine will advance the ratchet one tooth closer and 
provided you avoid the lemon on the first reel (and you have 19 chances out of 20 that 
you will) then a token is dispensed. During this time the normal payouts are disabled. 
And so you go on for the next ten pulls hopefully picking up ten tokens along the way 
until at last the ratchet lever finally re-operates the switch, extinguishing the chequered 
flag light in the top box and restoring the normal payout mode. 

I have not yet hit the jackpot for real, only simulated one by manually positioning 
the reels, but when it happens it’s quite exciting, more so than just having a jackpot 
dumped in front of you. Probably not so profitable though. Ten tokens were worth £2 — 
10 shillings 1 in old money, less the ten sixpences that you had to feed in to get them, 
giving a reduced payout of £2 — 5 shillings, which is less than most jackpots hold, but 
you do get the additional fun factor. 
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I bet it must have been real pain back in the sixties if you were in an arcade and put your 
last tanner in this machine and the lights came on. You couldn’t leave it for someone 
else to collect could you? 

So that’s how it plays, how about the restoration? Pretty straightforward really. 
Before I stripped it down I had to play with the payout fingers to figure out how it all 
worked. Quite clever really, but a right temperamental swine to adjust and get working 
correctly. So many levers and springs all interacting with each other, a real fiddley job. 
A fair bit of cursing and swearing was also required before the thing would work — it 
usually helps I find. Each time I thought I'd cracked it and built the rest of the 
mechanism up, then I'd find that the switch didn’t operate or release at just the right 
time, or it would stick half way, or it wouldn’t pay out the ten tokens correctly. Each 
time I’d have to remove the reel bundle and brakes to get there. | now claim the world 
record for the fastest strip down of a reel bundle. 

Apart form that, the biggest problems were that the lig ght box had been broken off 
and was in two pieces, and the lock to the back door was missing and the keyhole had 
been mutilated. So some plates fixed inside the light box to hold it in shape again and 
car body filler to fill in the cracks and it looks ¢ good, at least until I can get a replacement. 
Similarly, a plate over the old key hole with a nice new round hole cut in it and a new 
lock. The artwork was touched up on the lap top and reprinted, and we’re back in 
business. In keeping with the motoring theme, I’ve painted it British Racing Green, with 
the usual centre white flash. I've rewired the lights, fitted new tubes and a 12v 
transformer to light the chequered flags. 


Yes, very pleased with it. I like these machines ~ | might be tempted to get another.

One of my earliest childhood memories of the arcade was at the seaside. I was around 5 


The automaton was located at the front entrance of a pier and I well remember the 
large space between it and the pier entrance, as it was bustling with people. | cannot 
remember at which resort we were staying but it would have been in the Southwest, 


was on my own until my uncle came rushing up saying something like ‘what are doing 
here, come on!’ That memory has stayed with me and I can still remember it vividly 56 
years on. 

When I became hooked on this fascinating hobby of ours a number of years ago, I 
started to look for any information about the Laughing Policeman; yes, that’s not a miss- 
print, | said Laughing Policeman and it was the first experience of anything coin 
operated that I can remember; an indelible memory. However, I could not find anything 
at all about him. I did find pictures and many video clips of the Laughing Sailor and also 
a sound file of the Sailor on the Pennymachines website, but alas no Policeman and | 
was so sure that this was what | had seen and indeed heard, all those years ago. 

They say that memories can fade over the years and that you can also come to 
believe in things and experiences that are a corruption of your original experience. So 
was it a Sailor or as | had thought, a Policeman? Well, after so many years of not seeing 
one or being able to find any reference to one, I reluctantly accepted that indeed it was a 
Laughing Sailor and that my memory was really playing tricks on me. But deep at the 
back of my mind there was something not right and I was still puzzled, as I was sure that 
the automaton was laughing to music, and that music was the Laughing Policeman by

and found a Laughing Policeman!!
